THE AIR FORCE BILL. . 
The most vital point in the new Air Force 
Bill, savs The Times, is that it raises the Air 
Board to the powers and prestige of a first-class 
Government Department, with a Secretary of 
Siate at its head. Thus, for the first time, the 
fmportance of the new element receives full 
oficial recognition. Henceforth the use of the 
eir—for fighting purposes in the present emer- 
gency, and for commerce and travelling here- 
efter—v ili be counted as worthy of equal atten- 
tion “o that of the land or of the sea. There 
fs an end of the chapter which reckoned sir- 
craft, like artillery, as nothing more than & 
weapon in the hands of yur naval and military 
forces. More important still for practical 
purposes, there should be an end of the wasteful 
competition for men and machines from which 
both Army and Navy have suffered too long. 
Obviously (here is no question whatever of de- 
priving the Commanders in the field of their 
supplies, or of their present control of aireraft 
Much of the bill is devoted to the machinery 
for developing a single Air Service, and many 
cf its provisions are of a highly technical 
character, probably incapable of complete 
realisation under war conditions. There are, 
for example, innumerable questions of rates of 
pay, temporary Air Service, and the like, which 
can hardly be adjusted to-day. But we may all 
agree to welcome the central] feature of the new 
measure, which is the enhancement and 
simplification of the authorities concerned with 
our natioual supremacy in the air. It is & 
principle for which we have contended from 
the beginning. 


SIR STANLEY MAUDE’'S ADVANCE. 

Discussing the victories against the Turks, 
The Times to-day points out that, excellent as 
the progress which has been made 
Mesopotamia, the strategical situa- 
tion is not quite so simple as it 
Áed. and it must also be noted that by 
the river route, which is very winding, Sir 
Stanley Maude is already nearly seven hundred 
miles from the sea.Although our communications 
in Mesopotamia have been enormously de- 
veloped, and now include a long length of rail- 
way, Sir Stanley Maude’s difficulties are much 
greater than those of Sir Edmund Allenby, 
whose railway follows almost at his heels. The 
Turkish purpose has still to be disclosed. The 
present situation is that on both the Mesopo- 
tamia and the Palestine fronts the Turks have 
been badly defeated, and are in retreat. Will 
General von Falkenhayn, who has now been at 
Aleppo for a long time, fight for Jerusalem or 
for Mosul? He is believed to have received 
strons German reinforcements, whose presence 
has not yet been reported in the fighting line. 
It is understood that the Turks originally pro- 
posed to fight in Mesopotamia this winter, but 
it is not yet clear that they will do so-. Their 
intentions must soon be revealed, and, mean- 
while, we may rejoice that, by reaching Tekrit, 
Sir Stanley Maude has practically completed 
his conquest of the Bagdad vilayet. 


THE ITALIAN CAMPAIGN. 

The North German Gatette, says The Times, 
published a week ago an article on the victories 
in Italy, which is an interesting expression of 
the German official view about the responsibili- 
ties of the Higher Command in the initiation 
and conduct of campaigns. Special stress is laid 
upon the complete independence with which 
Hindenburg and Ludendorff are said: to arrive 
at their decisions. As regards the general 
German propaganda, since the invasion of Italy 
ihe utmost efforts are being made to persuade 
the German public that there is an enormous 
improvement in the situation at home and 
abroad, and it is argued, rather half-heartedly, 
it is true, that the excellence of German in- 
tlitutions is being vindicated afresh, that there 
ean be no further talk of revolutionary changes 
in ths German political system, and that 
Germany can now afford to wait patiently for 
the growth of peace movements in enemy 
countries. The Cologne Gazette published last 
Saturday a characteristic.telegram from Berlin 
on these lines. The writer insists upon the 
beautiful harmony which is being established 
hetween the bureaucracy and the Reichstag, 
declares that even the Radicals have redis- 
covered the immense advantages of “ our strong 
monarchy,” and proceeds:—Perhaps, there 
vill now be a gradual imcrease among 
our engemes of knowledge that the 
continuation of the hopeless struggle is only 
adding to the immeasurable misfortune, and is 
not bringing the Antente one step nearer to the 
overthrow of the Central Powers. To this 
hould gradually be added the further know: 

ive that the hopes based upon intergal de: 
\clopments in Germany are equally treacherous. 
Levislative and practical changes of a far 
reaching kind are being effected in our State 
mstitutzons, but the final result is never the 
weakening of Germany s strength to hold out 
and conquer.

ALLIED WARSHIPS’ 
CO-OPERATION. 


The War Office announced yesterday >— 

General Allenby reports that on his right the 
enemy is retiring on Hebron,’ and that our 
troéps hampered his retreat, capturing prisoners 
and transports. Our mounted troops, advancing 
through Jemameh and Hug (13 and 9 miles, re- 
spectively, east of Gaza), reached the south 
bank of the Wadi Hesi (11 te 12 miles north of 
the old Turkish fort), establishing contact with 
our forces advancing from Gaza. 

These latter captured the northern bank of 
the mouth of the Wadi Hesi and Herbieh, reach- 
ing the railway and turning the position pre- 
pared by the enemy on this Wadi. 

The Turkish costal railhead at Belt Hanum 
has also been captured, and the enemy pursued 
in the dir@ction of the Wadi Hesi. 

The whole Turkish Army is in retreat towards 
the nerth. Over 40 guns have been captured. 

The Royal Navy, assisted by the French Navy, 
have actively co-operated throughout the opera- 
tions by bombarding the enemy communications 
near the coast, and affording other valuable as- 
sistance. Our aeroplanes are bombing the re. 
treating Turks. 


HEART OF JUDEA ‘THREATENED. 


The Expert French Commentator, discussing 
the operations by the British Armies, says 
After capturing the very important position of 
Passchendaele, against which, although it was 
generally expected, the Gerraans had not the’ 
strength to counter-attack, our British Allies 
have, in Palestine, seized Gaza, after efforts 
lasting more than seven montis. 

This success, which was obtained with the ae 
sistance of French and Italian contingents, may 
have importaat consequences. 

Jerusalem is only some 50 kilometres (about 
32 miles) away, and the very heart of Judea is 
now threatened

TAKEN. 

Towards five o'clock on Wednesday, says &

While the struggle thus began the Provisional 
Goverument drafted another Proclamation, 
signed by the Vice-President, M. Konovaloff, 
stating: “The Government can only hand over its 
power to the constituent Assembly. It has, 
therefore, decided not to surrender, but to place 
itself under the protection of the people and 


the Army. 

Fighting continued in the vicinity of the 
Palace. uns of the warships and armoured 
cars satiated to firé at intervals until nearly 
1 o'clock in the morning. Finally, about 2 a.m., 
the forces of the Soviet succeeded in entering 
the Palace.

Although everyone now knows that our troops 
at the front are healthier than they ever were 
in previous campaigns, and that diseases no 
longer decimate armies as they did, it would 
be idle to aesume that our medical men have 
been ‘able to eliminate disease entirely. It is 
more than ever necessary that the causes of 
the most dreaded diseases should be widely 
known among soldiéra and the large staff of 
attendants of the Army Medical Corps. Preven- 
tion is better than cure, and the doctors 
attached jo the Army are anxious to spread the 
knowledge of the causation of disease, so that 
the preventive measures should be more readily 
understood and appreciated. For some time 
gé members of the Army Medical Corps in 
blin have taken advantage of the educational 
facilities offered by our Nationa! Museum in 
es there informal démonstrations, illustrated 
useum specimens, on verious parasitic 
organisms which are chiefly concerned in spread- 
ing disease. In order to facilitate instruction 
being given to those concerned, a case has now 
been eet apart in the Nationa) Museum con- 
taining epecimens and drawings of animal 
arasites and other organisms particulerly 
armful t- soldiers during their campaigns in 
Europe and in the tropics. But not only 
arasites act as disease-carriers; it is now well 
nown that our conmion house fly and many 
other insects convey germs of infection to 
healthy persons. A greaily enlarged model of a 
fly auch ae we poesess in the Museum gives one 
a better idea how thie is ible than an actual 
specimen. It is eo difficult to describe to anyone 
unaccustomed to the microscope’ what bacteria 
are like that rough models enlarged 25,000 
times natural size have been constructed of 
these plant organisms, which clso form part of

DR. BORENIUS’S HERMIONE 
LECTURES. 

Dr. Tancred Borenius gave the third of his 
Hermione Lectufes on the History of French 
Art last evening at Alexandra College, his" mrb- 
ject being ' David and Ingreés.”’ 

Mr. MacDermoett, who presided, announced 
that the Principal, Miss White, had received a 
letter from Lady Wimborne regretting her in- 
ability to attend the lectures. 

Dr. Borenius traced the origins of the Neo- 
Classical movement, speaking of its theorist, the 
archeologist, Winckelmann, who set forth lite 
views on art in 1755. . The first painter who 
whole-heartedly adopted Winckelmann's msthetic 
creed was Anton Raphael Mengs, a German, 
— principally in Rome. Regarding the 
gradual penetration of the Neo-Classical ideas 
into French art, 
first exponent of these tendencies : Joseph. Marie 
Vien, the master of the artist who brought 
about the triumph of Neo-Classicism in the 
French school, J. L. David, whose period was 
from 1748 to 1825. He then surveyed David's 
career and evolution First influenced by 
Boucher and Fragonard, David was afterwards 
ia Italy converted to Neo-Classicism. The 
ty ical specimen of David's Neo-Classiciem is 

he Oath of the Horatii’’ (Louvre), exhibited 
in 1785. David political activitiés during the 
Revolution led to Dis subsequent relations with 
Napoleon, whose epoch revives in many of his 
later subject pictares and portraits, the latter 
of which lack the turgid character which otwer- 
wise distinguishes David's art. Dayid’s younger 
contemporary, Prud’bon, was a belat ex- 
ponent of the style of the Rococo. His prin- 
cipal pupil was J. D. Ingres (1780-1867), whe. 
much more than David, is to be regarded as 
the continuator of the tradition of Px USSIN. 

The next lecture will be to-day at 5 p.m., 
and will deal with the Romanticists (e.g., 
Géricault, Delacroix, and Daumier). The course 
of lectures has been followed with keen interest 
by a large audience.

Let Germany win, and there would 
be no Irelands or Pelands. They would simply 
be districte governed by army corps. 

I speak for millions-@f Irishmen and women 
when I say that Í am opposed to Sinn Feiniem.

brave men live and suffer. The Faster Week 
uprising was a stab in the back to France as 
well as to Great Britain. 


I am certain that Ireland will be redeemed by 
thá gréat war, ands therefore, it saddens me to 
think that there are any Irishmen who refuse 
to help to exalt the Right.

LAY SECONDARY TEACHERS. 

TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 
Sir,—In a letter which appeared in your 
columns on November 8th the President of St. 
Jarlath’s College, Tuam, takes exception to 
statements mude in the recent letter>to Mr. 
Duke sent by the dJoiit Committee of 
Secondary Teachers. As one of the Sub-Com- 
mittee responsible for drawing up that letter, 
I venture in enewer to point out the following 
faotr (1) The res to which the objects were 
taken from tho ial report for the year 1916 
of .the Intermediate Board, compiled m 
returns sent in by the schools themselves. 


(2) His letter does not refute the charge of 
maladmihistration of the Birrell Grant. 
He says that in the present year he has two 
teachers, receiving £140 each, but admits that 
in the previous year only ome received the 
minimum salary, though the Act required two, 
as he says himself ; nor does he state whether 
this second teacher held a written contract, as 
the Act requires. 

(3) The President says :—” The College is not 
required even by the rules claimed to. regulate 
the Birrell Grant to have more than two 
teachers receiving £140."" The claim to which 
he refere so casually is based on an Act of 
Parliament. This Act prescribes, among other 
conditions, 4 minimum ealary of £140 for men 
and £90 for women. The President's letter 
suggests that he looks on the minsmum as & 
muremum. 

(4) Hie college received a grant of £414 from 
the Teachers’ Salaries Grant—which, by the 
way, is the correct title, not Birrell Grant. 
This grant was made, aa its name implies, to 
inerqage the tvtally inadequate salaries of lay 
eecondary techera, Will the President: tell us 
how much of that £414 went to increase the 
his staff? In many schools the 
governing bodies have acted on the principle 
that they are morally bound to spend the whole 
of the grant on the object for which it was 
designed. In the official report it ie seen that 
in St. Jarlath’s College the combined salaries 
for a staff of six only total £570. It would 
be interesting to know what increase the grant 
of £414 made in the former salaries given be- 
fore the Act was passed. 

(5) Lastly, in the official rn ly for 1916, it 
is stated that only one mamber of the staff 
holds a written contract entitling him to three 
months’ notice in case of diemisel. Am the 
remaining five-sixth¢ in that position + in- 
security of tenure of which the teachers in 
Roman Catholic echools complain so bitterly ? 
We had no desire to make attacks upon in- 
dividual echoola in our letter to Mr. Duke: 
but, knowing how little impression is produced 
by general statements, we merely wished to 
prove our ease by giving definite facta and 
ligures, which are suil lished in official reporta.—
